Receding But Warns All

belief the epidemic 
and th at the num ber of influenza 
rases th a t nov* exist are not as great 
as those of few weeks before. Much 
of this decrease in the illness, 
Die 
director believes, is due to the colder 
w eather of the past few days. 
“In the country districts, ‘ said Dr. 
H arper 
“the num ber of flu cases is 
not a.s great due to the fact th at 
those sections are not thickly popula­ 
ted like m the city. 
The people do 
not have such close contact like th r 
people in town have and for this rea­ 
son influenza doe? not spread so fast 
Dr. H arper said th at several p n eu ­ 
monia cases have been reported to 
county h ealth authorities but th a t 
the num ber з 
not great. 
“In some instances the light 
at,- 
taeks ol influenza are developing into 
disease of a more serious nature, like 
pneum onia,’ 
continued the director. 
“ In m any cases this is due to the im ­ 
proper care th a t the sick ones give 
themselves. 
A person v liable 
to 
bring on pneum onia if he gets up too 
»oon from a sick bed, then takes some 
pain relieving preparation and goes 
about ins work a- if everything was 
well and good. 
This is w hat starts 
pneum onia. 
T he preparations th a t 
are taken are largely tem porary cures 
and in all probability will help th at 
Kick person but for a very short time. 
“T he persons who take these pre­ 
parations usually consider nothing 
but the present and continue about 
their work or other things just as if 
they were well. 
Instead of getting 
the proper rest th a t is required 
of 


such a person, they continue about 
intil a relapse occurs. Then, in m any 
eases, the situation becomes d an g er- 
out and medical attention is hurriedly 
resorted to in an effort to ward oil 
t rouble. 
“Should a person feel overcome and 
: ort of ieei the flu overtaking them , 
the best thing to do is to go directly 
to bed. observe a restrictive diet and 
apply the appropriate m edication 
4 o 
combat the disease. 
A call should 
be sent in for the family doctor, too. 
and if one is not already on h an d 
the best thing to do is to get one. 
Medical advice will come in handy 
when a person is on the verge of the 
flu. 
“As influenza is not a reportable 
disease it is impossible for me to give 
out a n estim ate as to the num ber of 
cases th a f now exist in the country. 
However from reports collected from 
all parts of the state it is easily to be 
seen that the flu is just as bad. even 
worse in some of the other counties 
the size of Lawrence county. 
These 
reports show that influenza is more 
or less distributed throughout 
tlie 
country in general." 
Director H arper had concluded his 
general resume of the conditions, but 
then he went on to say: “Seme peo­ 
ple think that influenza and la grippe 
are 
different diseases—they 
think 
that the latter is m ilder th a n the flu 
However both diseases are just the 
same, and there’s no difference in the 
two whatsoever. 
“There are some 
who 
m ight worry if their sickness 
were called the flu, while if it were 
called la grippe they wouldn’t con­ 
sider it bad. 
In these cases it is best 
to style the sickness the la grippe, if 
worry can be prevented by doing so. 
According to Dr. H arper it has not 
been necessary to organize plans for 
com batting the flu in Lawrence coun­ 
ty. 
Conditions h aven’t dem anded it. 
he said, and if the sickness keeps on 
decreasing like it has been there will 
be little reason for doing so. 
The influenza epidemic in 1918, a c ­ 


cording to statistics, the doctor said, 
probably took ten persons to every 
one today. 
This gives proof that 
he present epidemic is much milder. 
Of those deaths which are resulting 
from it the majority are confined to 
undernourished children and elderly 
people who have been suffering from 
other chronic ailm ents. 
W hen the 
flu strikes the latter what little re­ 
sistance they have is lowered to such 
a place that they fall easy victims to 
influenza. 
W hile in his opinion he believes the 
flu to be receding. Medical Director 
Harper urged this final warning io 
those who have the flu or who may 
contract it later— don't get up too 
soon!”
